Fliirella. 


It is reported that the proposed use of 


nbrelia., as it is termed—made from com- 
mon flax straw—aa u substitute for cot- 
ton, is receiving serious, consideration 
By the process of production tho mate- 
rial referred to is reduced to a short 
staple, very closely resembling ootton or 
wool, and, it is claimed, well adapted fm 
use with either in the manufacture of 
goods by the machinery now iu use, and 
when so used is said to add materially 
to tho value of the product, 


It is the opinion of exports who have 


investigated the matter that woolen 
and cotton wannfacturers are among 
those to be especially advantaged by the 
article, it being adapted readily to theii 
use. The fibrous manufacturers aro con 
fined to two processes, differing entirely 
in that one uses short staples, or cottoi. 
and wool, while tho other utilizes long 
staples, like flax, hemp, silk and jute. 
Fibrelia, in a word, is fjax converted 
from a long staple to a short one, adapted 
for use on tho present cotton and wool 
machinery.—Providence Journal.

TIIK CHILEAN QUESTION. 
THE MK8SAGE. 


Presidtnt Harrison yesterday tranimiited 


to the Senate and House of Representa- 
tive* the message on the Chilean question 
which he has b»eu prepariog for some time 
past. It contains co information which 
baa not heretofore been made public. 
It 


recites the fact tba' the United States Le- 
gation at Valparaiso, furnished ao aiylnin 
to refngees of tie B»la)»cedan government, 
and that while tho right to aiylum was not 
denied by the new Chilean goveinment, 
the L-gation was snVjeoted to a system of 
police espionagw, which made it a veritatl-) 
prison. 


The most serious incident, however, in 


the opinion of the President, is the attack 
on the Bailors ot the United Stales 'steamer 
Baltimore, in the streets of Valparaiso, on 
the 16th of list October. 
He olinRS to the 


belief expressed in hisannuul message, that 
onr sa'lors were assaulted, beaten, stabbed 
and killed, cot for aoything they hid clone, 
but for what tha^Governoient of the United 
States had. done, or was charged with hav- 
ing done by its civil nnd naval officers in 
the case of the ItaU. 
He quotes the testi- 


mony of Captain 8ebl»y of ths Baltimore in 
support of this view of the case. 


The message states that on the 21st in- 


itant. the President, afier full considera- 
tion of all the evidence, and every sugges- 
tion affsctiog 
the matter, camo to the 


following conclusions, and to these con- 
clusions he adheres: 


Flitl—Thnt the assault is not relieved of 


the aspect which the enrly information of 
ths rveut CIIVG to it, viz: That the attack 
upon the uniform of tha United States DBTJ 
having >U origin and motive in a feeling 
of hostility to this Government, and not in 
any act of the sailors or any of them. 


Second—Tbat tfce pub'ic authorities of 


Valparaiso flagrantly lailed ia their dut.y to 
protect onr men, and that some of the po- 
lice and of the Chilean soldiera and sailors 
worn themselves guilty of unprovoked eg- 
sault upon oar sailors before and aft r ar- 
rest. He the President, thinks the pre- 
ponderance ot the evidence and inherent 
probabilities lead to the conclusion that 
Biggin wns killed by the police or soltiers. 


Third—That the President is therefor* 


compelled to bring the case back to the po- 
sition t»kfb by this Government in the not* 
of Mr. Wharton of October 23d last, and to 
ask for a suitable apology and some ade- 
qnate reparation for the injuries done to 
this Government. 


He has, as yet, received no reply to his 


note, but in his opinion be ought not to de- 
lay longer in bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of Coogrestj. 


The President makes no recommenda- 


tion, though he suggests that onr sailors 
should be protected, and his message 
throws no now light ou the snbj-ct. 
What 


it contains baa been known before, and if 
Chile's reply to the ultimatum is satis- 
factory, it 
will probably end the contro- 


versy. 
On the contrary, however, if Chils 


declines to make reparation the United 
Stitoa will have to refuse to hold diplo •

PKACTICAt MILK TKSTIMQ. 


Th« 
Agricultural Experiment Static 
Keudy to tiive Information. 


EDITOB JotJBNAL-Dtar Sir: — This station 


is abont to muke a eotEptriBon of the re OB 
pruetical methodx cf milk UB'ing, in orde: 
to ftive farmers and others in the State 
«to may wish to test their herds, informs 
tioo us to tbe most npi client meihod for 
their use, tbe cost of such apparatus as is 
necessary, and tbe expense of using the 
same. This matter of milk tesiing is o 
vastly more importance toths dairy farmer 
than many of them imagine. 
Amongst 


every herd will be found individual ani- 
mals which are really belt g kipt at a losa 
to their owner; ethers that barely pay for 
their keeping, and still olh-'rs thut are 
source of great profit. 


It is really money in the pookit of the 


farmer to sort out these cows ot his herd 
that be l-t feediug at a lose. Tbe most ex- 
peditious way of doing this is to make a 
thorough test for buttor fat ol tbe milk of 
each cow separately. 


In order to get material to woik with, 


and from as many Bourcfs as possible, wa 
invite any aud all who may own cows and 
would like to have them tested and r.t tbe 
same time aid the station in its work, to 
send to the station samples of milk which 
wilt be tested free of charge and results 
reported. It is to be distinctly understood 
that the station reserves the right to pub- 
lish any and all results, for the public ben- 
efit, in the bulletin which will be issued 
describing the work. 


The following are directions for taking 


milk samples and it is advisable that they 
be followed as oloeely as possible so that 
those sending samples may obtain r.sn'tB 
showing the exact quality of the milk being 
given by each particular oow. 


In sampling hiugle cows, have a g'aes 


fruit can — or other vessel with good, tight 
cover — for each cow to be tested. As soon 
as each cow <i milked, thoroughly mix the 
in Ik by pouring from one pail to another 
three or fonr times (the simple process of 
milking is not sufficient to thoroughly mix 
the milk) with ft small dipper (one-half 
pint capacity) dip np abont a tea-cup fall 
and place in the glass can; this wast be 
clone before the milk has time to settle. 


Each can should be labeled with the 


name of cow or numbered so as not to be 
mixed. 
At the next milkisg put another 


dipperfol of the same size into tbe can in 
the same manner as before. 
In this way 


may be obUined sacnpltB representing only 
one milking or more just as is desired. 


Wben it is desired to teat l.he mixed milk 


of a whole nurd the S-impIs is best taken 
by having a pail at hand and aa each cow 
is milked mix the milk thoroughly and pot 
a dipperful into the pail. 
When milking 


is finished and a dipperful from each cow's 
milk baa been pat into the pail mix it 
thoroughly by pouring from one pail to 
another and dip out about a pint of it, 
place it in a can, label it and cend to the 
btation. 


The quality of milk varies greatly from 


milking to milking or from di; to day. 
From one day to the next it tuny tary as 
much as oue-haif percent. 
For thureaion 


we would like samplts of single milkingn, 
of two or more combined and of milk from 
individual cows and of the mixed milk of 
herds. 
Samples of skimmed milk .mil but- 


ter milk are also desiied. This work is to 
be done in the interests of the farmers and 
we again cordially invite them to co-operate 
with us in the work which will be of ben- 
efit to them and at tbe same time costs 
them nothing save tho little time and 
trouble necessary to prepare and send 
samples.
